As one of 40 outstanding lead- 
ers in the field of law enforce- 
ment, Eugene L. Mueller, Upland 
police chief, has been invited to 
attend the F. B. I.-sponsored “po- 
lice academy” in Washington, D. 
Cc. The academy, featuring 
comprehensive course in modern 
law-enforcement, will begin April 
1 and continue for 12 weeks. 





“leave of absence” in recognition 
of the coveted honor that has 
come to the community and after 
a realization of the’ advantages to 
be gained for the district through 
his presence at the school. 


Attendance at the school is by 
invitation only and officials of the 
.F. B. I. throughout the nation se- 
lect ‘‘students’’ who are believ- 
ed to be the most capable as of- 
ficers as well as having the ca- 
pacity to impart the. information 
gained at the school to fellow of- 
ficers. 

In a cooperative inter-city plan, 
Ontario Police Chief Herbert 
Swinney will “stand by” to serve 
in an emergency during. Chief 
Mueller's absence. In return for 
this service, Mr. Mueller will give 
@ series of reports and demon- 
strations to the Ontario police 
based on information he obtains 
in the east after he returns. 


The police academy is federal- 
ly financed, but living and trav- 
ling expenses of all officers in 
attendance must be paid by them- 
selves or interested backers. The 
city council will continue Mr. 
Mueller’s salary while at the 
school. 

Attendance at the school is lim- 
ited to 40 officers, with four three- 
month sessions held annually. 
Morning, afternoon and evening 
‘classes are held six days a week, 
as well as a Sunday morning 
class, according to an explana- 
tion of the intensive police-train- 
ing program given to councilmen 
last Thursday by Danold F. Lad- 
enberger, assistant chief special 
agent of the F. B. I., northwest 
section. 

The F. B. I. official was heré 
to find out if the city would be 
interested in accepting an invita- 
tion to the school if it were ten- 
‘dered. Since the Thursday meet- 
‘ing the Upland police commission, 
Richard Ibanez and Ray R. Sher- 
wood, have conferred with the On- 
tario councilmen and Police Chief 
Swinney relative to police co-op- 
eration between the two cities if 
needed. 

In Mr. Mueller’s absence, Lt. 
Ralph H. Palmer will serve as 
acting head of the Upland de- 
partment. 

When advised that the city had 
granted him a leave beginning in 
April, Mr. Mueller expressed ap- 
preciation for the confidence plac- 
ed in him by the city as well as 
the F. B. I. 

Invitations for each session of 
‘the police academy are issued 
well in advance in order to give 
‘the students enough time to ar- 
range for their absence from reg- 
‘ular duty. 

“The fundamental purpose of 
‘the academy is to take picked 
law enforcement officers to train 
them to be law _ enforcement 
teachers,” explained Mr. Landen- 
berger. “We wili thus raise the 
level of law enforcement and to 
better prepare to solve the cur- 
rent and future crime problems.” 


The official pointed out that se- 
lection of students is strictly on 
the basis of ability and that can- 
didates are thoroughly investigat- 
ed before a decision is made as 
‘to what cities will receive an in- 


~vitation.

Income Tax 
Is Explained 


OUR INCOME TAX SYSTEM 











Your income tax — including 
both the regular income tax and 
the temporary wartime victory 
tax—is a major part of the Fed- 
eral government’s method of pay- 
ing for the war and all other gov- 
ernmental costs. ; 

These taxes are figured as a 
percentage of your income, after 
deducting various exemptions. and 
credits. They are based on your 
taxable income from all sources. 

The regular individual income 
tax on 1943 incomes includes a so- 
called “normal tax’ of 6 percent 
and also a “surtax’’ which begins 
at 13 per cent and increases to 
successively higher percentages 
for larger amounts of income. 

The victory tax is also an in- 
come tax, but is only for the dur- 
ation of the war, and somewhat 
different deductions, exemptions, 
and credits are granted than are 
allowable for the regular income 
tax. 

These are the taxes for which 
an annual income tax “return” 
must be filed on or before March 
15, 1944, 

The requirement for filing these 
returns has not been altered by 
the “pay-as-you-go” collection 
system which was installed last 
year. 

Under the pay-as-you-go sys- 
tem, part or all of an individual’s 
income taxes—both regular  in- 
come and victory taxes — was 
withheld from his wages during 
1943 and turned over to the treas- 
ury by employers. 
individuals who were not kept 
substantially paid up by the wage 
withholding, additional payments 
were required on the basis of 
“declarations” of estimated tax. 

However, since both of these 
types of payments were only ap- 
proximate, it is still necessary af- 
ter the end of the year 1943 to 
file a “return’’ — not later than
